S.0.926(E).—fn exercise of the powers conferr 
by section 3 of the Imports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 
of 1947), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following amendments in the Open General Licence 
No. 16|88 dated the 30th March, 1988, published 
under the notification of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Commerce No. S.O. 344(E) dated 
the 30th March, 1988, namely :— 


(13R) (i) Import of seeds of vegetables]flowers, 
seeds of ornamental plants, tubers and 
bulbs of flowers by the eligible importers 
referred to in condition (13A) shall be re¬ 
gulated by the provisions of the Plants, 
Fruits and Seeds (Regulation of Import into 
India) Order, 1984 (hereinafter referred to 
as the said Order), after satisfying such 
quarantine regul at i° ns J as prescribed under 
the said Order for the purpose of visual 
inspection, laboratory inspection and grow- 
out tests. The consignment shall be kept 
in a bonded warehouse at the cost of the 
importers, until quarantine!customs clear¬ 
ance is given. The customs clearaucc of ve¬ 
getables, flowers [ornamental plant seeds, 
tubers and bulbs of flowers will be given on 
receipt of quarantine clearance as pro¬ 
vided in the said Order. 

(ii) In case the consignment shows the pre¬ 
sence of manifestation of any disease or 
pest or nematode of exotic origin, the en¬ 
tire consignment shall be rejected and 
destroyed m the prescribed manner: 

(13C)(i) The eligible importers of cuttings and 
saplings etc*, of flowers should possess post 
entry quarantine facilities as may be ap¬ 
proved by the Plant Protection Adviser. 

(ii) For import of cuttings, saplings, budwood 
etc., of flowers, in addition to visual inspec¬ 
tion and laboratory inspection, post entry 
quarantine shall be essential. The post en¬ 
try quarantine facilities, as prescribed by or 
under the said Order shall have to bci est¬ 
ablished by the eligible importers referred 
to in condition (13A). 

(iii) Customs clearance shall be given by the 
customs authorities to the consignment on 
receipt of the quarantine clearance from the 
Plant Protection Adviser. 
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(iv) Cuttings, saplings, budwood etc., of flowers 
which require post entry quarantine inspec¬ 
tion shall be grown in the post entry qua¬ 
rantine facility approved by the authority 
prescribed under the Plants, Fruits and 
Seeds (Regulation of Import into India) 
Order, 1984. If after quarantine|customs 
clearance the said authority observes the 
presence of any exotic pest or decease dur¬ 
ing post entry quarantine inspection the 
material shall be forthwith destroyed in the 
prescribed manner.” 


2. In the Schedule to the said Licence, after serial 
number 14 the following shall be added, namely ;— 

"‘15 (i) Seeds of vegetables]flowers, seeds of orna¬ 
mental plants, tubers and bulbs of flowers. 

(iij Cuttings, saplings, budwood etc., of flowers.”
